Your  petitioners  respectfully  represent  that  they  are  citizens  of 
Boston  interested  in  and  believing  that  the  children  attending  the 
public  schools  of  this  city  should  receive  full  and  correct  informa- 
tion upon  such  an  important  subject  as  that  of  English  literature; 
and  they  assert,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  the  present  text 
or  reference  books  on  the  subject  in  use  in  said  schools,  whether 
Chambers'  Cyclopaedia  of  English  Literature,  Swinton's,  or  others, 
are  totally  unfit  for  the  purpose,  as  they  altogether  ignore,  either 
intentionally  or  unintentionally,  existing  Irish  literature,  which  is  too 
valuable  to  be  thus  ignorainiously  treated  ;  and  it  might  be  remarked 
here  that  an  account  of  Ireland's  ancient  law-giver,  Ollainh  Fodla

The  same  arms  and  accoutrements  have  heretofore  been 
used  by  the  pupils  of  the  two  schools.  Your  com- 
mittee has  lately  purchased,  in  accordance  with  an  order 
of  the  Board,  1,200  guns,  1,200  belfls,  and  110  swords. 
This  number  is  sufficient  to  supply  the  pupils  of  our

He  shall  endeavor  to  procure  the  attendance  at  school 
of  all  the  children  of  the  districts  assigned  to  him  who  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  attend  school,  and  especially  of  such  as  are 
not  members  of  any  school,  visiting  them  at  their  homes  or 
places  of  employment,  or  looking  after  them  in  the  streets  for 
this  purpose ;  and  he  shall,  by  persuasion  and  argument,  both 
with  the  children  and  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  by  other 
means  than  legal  compulsion,  strive  to  secure  such  attendance. 
He  shall,  at  least  once  a  month,  consult  the  record-books  of 
certificates  of  attendance  issued  to  pupils,  and  see  that  such 
pupils  return  to  school  on  the  expiration  of  the  certificates,  or 
report  the  reason  for  their  not  returning,  to  the  principal. 

Section  3G6.  The  truant  officers  shall  not  be  employed  to 
inquire  into  the  occasional  absence  of  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  who  are  not  suspected  of  truancy,  or  be  required  to  visit 
those  suspended  by  principals,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Committee  on  Truant  Officers.  When  their  services  are  requested 
by  the  teachers  to  inquire  into  the  absence  of  pupils  suspected  of 
truancy,  the  truant  officers  shall  take  action  in  those  cases  only 
which  are  reported  to  them  with  the  details  properly  given  on 
the  regular  truant  cards  furnished  for  the  purpose.  When  the 
services  of  an  officer  are  required  by  a  teacher  for  any  purpose 
other  than  that  recited  above,  the  teacher  shall  fill  out  the 
special  blank  (Truant  Blank  A),  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
clearly  stating  the  details,  and  the  information  desired.  These 
blanks  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  principal  of  the  district, 
except  that  the  principal  may  designate  one  teacher  in  such 
school  buildings  in  his  district  as  are  located  at  long  distances 
from  the  grammar  school,  who  shall  countersign  Blank  A  in 
place  of  the  principal ;  a  list  of  such  teachers  to  be  sent  to  the 
chief  and  to  the  officer  of  the  district.  The  officers  shall  investi- 
gate all  cases  properly  referred  to  them  and  report  upon  them 
as  soon  as  possible.  They  shall  note  on  the  back  of  each  truant, 
card  and  Blank  A  the  date  on  which  their  investigations  are 
completed,  and  affix  their  signatures.  These  cards  and  blanks 
shall  be  returned  to  the  principals,  who  shall  indorse  them,  and 
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forward  them  once  a  week  to  the  chief  truant  officer.  Truant 
officers  shall  act  in  those  cases  only  which  are  referred  to  them 
by  the  teachers,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  this  rule.

When  a  truant  officer  shall  be  unable,  in  a 
district  assigned  to  him,  to  procure  the  attendance  at  school, 
either  public  or  private,  of  any  child  who  is  an  habitual  truant, 
or  who  is  required  by  the  provisions  of  statute  law  to  attend 
school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer,  after  consultation 
with  any  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  in  which 
such  district  is  included,  or  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Truant  Officers,  or  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  procure 
a  warrant  and  arrest  such  child,  who  shall  be  brought  for  trial 
before  a  magistrate  having  jurisdiction  in  the  case. 

Section  309.  The  chief  truant  officer  shall  obtain  daily  from 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  the  reports  of  all  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  other  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
and  the  several  truant  officers  shall  immediatelv  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  principals  of  the  schools  or  districts  assigned  to 
them. 

Section  370.  Such  officers  as  may  be  detailed  by  the  chief 
shall  attend  the  evening  schools  when  in  session,  and  shall 
render  such  services  in  connection  with  those  schools  as  may  be 
required  of  them  by  the  Committee  on  Evening  Schools  or  the 
chief.

Capen.  of  Boston  :  — 

Gentlemen,  —  May  I  crave  permission,  after  a  period  of 
study  of  more  than  a  third  of  a  century,  for  the  careful  develop- 
ment and  verification  of  the  matter  in  hand,  to  ask  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  a  new  science,  the  discovery  of  which  is  due 
largely  and  primarily,  if  not  wholly,  to  the  admirable  and  very 
thorough  .system  of  school  instruction,  maintained  in  Boston  for 
the  past  half  century,  and  for  which,  if  true,  this  system  should 
not  only  receive,  but  welcome,  the  credit  therefor,  to  which  it  is 
justly  entitled.  Of  course,  no  statement  like  the  above  can  be 
entertained  a  moment  without  actual,  ample,  and  clear  demon- 
stration before  parties  well  versed  in  the  common  principles  of 
natural  philosophy.  My  simple  purpose,  therefore,  in  this  com- 
munication, is  to  ask  the  favor  of  a  hearing  before  a  sub-com- 
mittee of  your  Honorable  Board,  appointed  for  the  purpose,  in 
order  to  set  the  points  above  named  clearly  before  you,  and  to 
show  their  close  relation  to  the  Boston  school  system  of  in- 
struction.

Gentlemen, —  The  Committee  on  School-houses  having  re- tion  of  Franklin, 
quested  an  examination  into  the  sanitary  condition  ot*  the  Slier-  Sherwin,  and 
win  and  Franklin  Grammar  School-houses,  and  also  the  Rutland-  Rutland-street 
street  Primary,  1  herewith  submit  the  following:  —  School-houses. 

On  Wednesday  last  I  inspected  the  Rutland-st.  Primary,  and 
found  no  nuisance  existing  at  the  time ;  the  teachers  on  the 
upper  floor  reported  that  sometimes  an  offensive  odor  was  per- 
ceptible at  the  sinks,  though  I  could  detect  none. 

There  were  no  traps  under  the  sinks,  there  being  a  main  one 
in  the  cellar,  which  answered  for  all. 

If  the  strainers  were  off  at  the  sinks  I  dare  say  it  is  possible 
for  a  disagreeable  odor  to  be  noticed  at  times  which  might  come 
from  the  inside  of  the  waste-pipe,  and  not  from  the  street  sewer. 

Separate  trapping  for  each  sink  would,  in  all  probability,  do 
away  with  the  evil  complained  of. 

The  vaults  are  in  the  yard,  and  were  not  offensive  at  the  time 
I  was  there ;  but  teachers  say  that  there  are  times  when  the  odor 
is  quite  offensive,  even  in  some  of  the  school-rooms. 

A  properly-constructed  flushing-vault,  with  sufficient  water  to 
flush  both  it  and  the  urinal,  would,  with  proper  care,  entirely 
abate  this  nuisance.  Nothing  else  was  complained  of  at  this 
school. 

I  examined  the  Franklin  School  to-day,  and  here  the  only 
matter  complained  of  was  the  vault  in  the  yard ;  but  to-day  they 
were  not  in  a  state  of  nuisance.  What  is  said  about  the  vault  at 
the  Rutland-st.  Primary  will  equally  apply  here,  leaving  out  the 
urinal,  as  that  is  entirely  a  girls'  school. 

I  found  nothing  wrong  in  the  building:,  and  the  master  said  he 
had  no  complaint  to  make. 
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The  sinks  were  all  well  and  separately  trapped,  with  no  un- 
pleasant odor  therefrom. 

I  also  inspected  the  Sherwin  School-house  to-day,  and  found 
no  unpleasant  odor  in  any  part  of  the  building.  The  in- 
spection was  made  just  after  recess,  when  the  urinals  were  being 
flushed. 

Mr.  Stone,  the  master,  informed  me  that  there  were  times 
when  the  odors  from  the  urinals  were  very  bad  from  want  of 
proper  flushing,  also  from  one  of  the  vaults  which  was  left  a 
week  without  being  flushed.  The  vaults  and  urinals  arc  located 
in  the  cellar,  and  I  dare  say  that  there  could  be  an  improvement 
made  in  their  construction  and  location. 

But,  no  matter  how  well  constructed,  yet  they  cannot  be  kept 
from  being  offensive  at  times  without  a  proper  supply  of  water 
for  flushing  purposes,  and  this  will  apply  in  all  cases  when 
water  is  used  for  flushing  vaults  and  urinals. 

I  am  satisfied,  from  careful  observation,  that  the  flushing  vault 
and  flushing  urinal  is  the  best  device  yet  found  out  for  school- 
houses,  for  sanitary  purposes. 

I  am  informed  that  in  some  instances  janitors,  in  order  to  save 
water,  only  flush  at  intervals.  This  is  all  wrong,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  they  should  be  positively  directed  to  use  sufficient  water 
for  flushing  purpoges  to  prevent  any  offensive  odors  from 
arising. 

Why  the  janitors  do  not  properly  flush  is  not  for  me  to  inquire 
into.  I  can  only  say  that  the  vaults  and  urinals,  more  particu- 
larly the  urinals,  are  not  always  properly  flushed,  and  in  such 
instances  they  were  more  or  less  offensive ;  but  in  no  case  where 
water  has  been  properly  used  have  I  found  the  slighest  offensive 
odor.

In  Io(W  the  Board  ot  Aldermen  established  resmla- 
tions  for  the  government  of  minors  licensed  to  sell 
papers  and  black  boots  in  the  streets  of  the  city.  One 
of  the  conditions  was  that  an  applicant  for  a  license 
should  attend  school  a  certain  number  of  hours  during 
the  day.  The  cooperation  of  the  School  Committee 
was  solicited,  and  the  matter  submitted  to  them  for 
consideration.  A  special  committee  of  the  School 
Board,  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  reported  in 
favor  of  the  establishment  of  three  schools,  each  to  be 
taught  by  one  female  teacher  of  the  rank  of  assistant  in 
a  Grammar  School,  for  the  instruction  of  minors 
licensed  as  hawkers  and  pedlcrs  or  boot-blacks.  In 
November,  1867,  two  schools  for  licensed  minors  were 
established,  —  one  in  East-street  place,  and  the  other 
in  North  Margin  street.  Miss  Sarah  A.  Brackett  and 
Miss  M.  Persis  Taylor  (the  present  instructors)  were 
elected  as  teachers  of  these  schools.  A  part  of  the 
pupils  attended  school  in  the  morning,  and  a  part  in  the 
afternoon.  A  special  committee  of  the  Board  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  general  charge  of  the  schools. 

In  1877  a  truant-officer,  with  the  title  of  Superintend- 
ent of  Licensed  Minors,  was  assigned  to  these  schools. 
This  officer  also  had  charge  of  the  issuing  and  record- 
ing of  licenses,  and  the  general  oversight  of  all  minors 
so  licensed.  Although  this  officer  has  been  appointed 
and  paid  by  the  School  Committee  the  majority  part 
of  his  work  has  been  performed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Gradually  these  licensed  minors  have  been  induced 
to    attend     the    regular    schools,   and    consequently    the 
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number  attending  the  special  schools  has  been  very  much 
decreased.  The  committee  were  compelled,  a  short  time 
ago,  to  consolidate  the  two  schools,  bringing  both  schools 
together  in  one  building. 

After  due  and  careful  consideration  your  committee 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  w  ill  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  licensed  minors  and  the  schools,  to  dis- 
continue the  special  schools  for  licensed  minors,  and 
accommodate  the  children  in  the  ungraded  classes  con- 
nected with  the  Grammar  Schools.  In  certain  school 
districts  additional  ungraded  classes  should  be  allowed 
by  the  Board,  for  the  accommodation  of  this  class  of 
pupils.  Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of

Regulations  of  Instructor  in  Hygiene. 

Section  —  The  Instructor  in  Hygiene  shall  be  a  regularly 
educated  physician,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  his  office 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene. 

Sect.  — .  His  duties  shall  be  to  instruct  the  teachers,  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  pupils  in  the  schools,  in  the  proper  methods 
of  teaching  and  studying  elementary  anatomy,  physiolog}^,  and 
hygiene.  He  shall  give  special  attention,  bv  personal  inspection, 
to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools,  and  to  the  health  of  in-

structors  and  pupils,  as  far  as  may  be  dependent  upon  such  sani- 
tary condition. 

Sect.  — .  In  all  cases  of  danger  from  sanitary  defects  of 
school  buildings,  due  to  their  construction,  location,  or  surround- 
ings, he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  appropriate  division  com- 
mittee, or  in  cases  of  emergency,  to  the  Committee  on  School- 
houses,  or  to  the  City  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  — .  At  the  request  of  the  principal  of  a  district,  or 
the  chairman  of  any  division  committee,  he  shall  investigate 
supposed  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  in  order  that  such 
diseases  may  not  be  introduced  into  the  schools,  or,  if  among  the 
pupils,  that  they  may  be  removed,  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  providing  therefor. 

Sect.  — .  Under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene, 
he  shall  prepare  a  brief  code  of  the  common  laws  of  health, 
relating  to  exercise,  posture,  ventilation,  light,  heat,  voice,  etc., 
to  be  enforced  in  the  school-room,  not  conflicting  with  prescribed 
studies. 

Sect.  — .  At  the  request  of  a  division  committee,  he  shall 
examine  and  report  upon  applications  of  teachers  for  leave  of 
absence  on  account  of  ill-health. 

Sect.  — .  He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  whenever  subjects  re- 
lating to  hygiene  are  under  consideration. 

Sect.  — .  He  shall  attend  meetings  of  the  Committee  on 
School-houses,  or  of  any  division  committee,  at  the  request  of 
either,  for  purpose  of  consultation. 

Sect.  — .  He  shall  report  in  print,  .annually,  in  Ma)*,  to  the 
School  Board,  all  matters  connected  with  the  hyfifienie  manage- 
merit  and  conditions  of  the  schools,  together  with  the  progress 
made  in  the  studies  under  his  special  care. 

Sect.  — .  He  shall  also  render  such  other  services  as  the 
School  Committee,  or  the  Committee  on  Hygiene,  may  from 
time  to  time  direct.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  Hygiene,  respectfully  dissents  from  the 
report  of  a  majority  of  the  committee,  and  reports  that,  in  view 
of  the  large  expenditures  for  school  purposes,  increased  last  year 
by  the  expenditures  for  free  text-books,  with  the  increased 
expenditures  to  come  each  year  by  the  natural  increase  in  pupils, 
and  the  prospect  of  a  necessary  reduction  in  appropriations  for 
general  school  purposes,  to  come  within  the  limit  of  the  rate  of 
taxation  required  by  the  acts  of  tin;  present  Legislature,  that 
no  legislation  whatever  should  be  had  at  the  present  time  look- 
ing to  fixing  the    duties   of  an   instructor  in   Hygiene. 
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The  minority  further  dissents  from  the  majority  report,  in  that 
it  does  not  specify  sufficiently  what  the  duties  of  the  instructor 
are  to  be.  To  be  sure,  in  a  general  way  it  provides  that  he 
shall  deliver  lectures  to  the  pupils  on  the  subjects  of  physiology, 
hygiene,  etc.,  as  far  as  possible;  but  the  larger  portion  of  the 
duties  assigned  to  him  are  in  relation  to  looking  alter  and  re- 
porting  the  sanitary  condition  of  school-houses,  the  health  of 
children  and  teachers,  and  other  matters  (without  the  power  of 
expressing  his  findings),  all  of  which  are  now  properly  dele- 
gated to  the  Board  of  Health  and  various  otUeers  of  the  School 
Board,  and  which  an  instructor  in  Hygiene  could  not,  either  by 
force  of  his  office,  or  practically  by  attention  to  his  duties,  make 
any  different,  in  fact,  from  what  they  are  at  present,  even  if 
any  reason  were  shown  for  the  creation  of  the  office  or  defining 
its  duties  at  the  present  time.  And  as  the  report  of  the  ma- 
jority contemplates  more  largely  the  creation  of  a  health  officer 
under  no  especial  responsibility  to  any  superior,  except  to  the 
Committee  on  Hygiene,  with  no  provision  for  the  amount  of 
time  to  be  devoted  to  the  city  or  the  schools,  rather  than  that  of 
an  instructor  in  some  branch  of  education  taug*ht  in  the  schools 
(for,  in  all  fairness,  I  submit  that  the  general  clause  about 
lectures  on  the  subject  is  merely  secondary  to  the  general  duties 
imposed  on  this  office),  the  minority  respectfully  represents 
that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  School  Board  to  create 
such  an  office,  or  to  define  such  duties  as  are  laid  out  in  the 
majority  report.  Further,  even  if  it  were  within  the  province 
of  the  School  Board  to  define  such  duties,  the  duties,  as  laid  out 
in  the  majority  report,  cannot,  of  necessity,  be  performed  by 
one  or  a  dozen  men  with  any  practical  benefit  to  the  object  to  be 
derived,  and  the  office  must  fail  of  success  for  the  object  at- 
tempted to  be  obtained.  For  these  reasons,  hastily  prepared, 
without  opportunity  to  examine  the  report  of  the  majority  since 
it  was  read  to  the  committees  in  convention,  the  minority  re- 
spectfully report  inexpedient  to  legislate  on  the  matter  referred 
to  the  Committees  on  Hygiene  and  Rules  and  Regulations.

The  advance 
made  by  the  boys  in  their  carpentry  work,  has  been  evident.  They 
carry  with  them  into  the  ordinary  studies  of  the  regular  schools 
much  more  thoroughness.  This  is  traced  by  the  masters  to  the  influ- 
ence of  manual  training.  The  brain,  the  mind,  and  the  boy,  are 
reached  through  the  hand.  The  seven  deaf  and  dumb  boys  of  the 
Horace  Mann  School,  who  filled  the  vacancies  in  the  Dearborn 
School  class,  took  as  keen  an  interest  and  accomplished  as  good 
work  as  any  other  boys.  Boys  from  the  Dudley  School  filled  up  the 
other  vacancies.

When  the  plan  of  graded  salaries  was  adopted,  the  Board  pro- 
vided in  the  Regulations  that  the  subordinate  teachers  in  the  Normal 
School  should  rank  as  first  and  second  assistants,  and  that  the  subor- 
dinate teachers  in  the  High  Schools  should  rank  as  first,  second, 
third,  and  fourth  assistants.  By  this  legislation  it  is  clear  that  the 
Board  intended  that  the  teachers  of  the  Normal  School  should  rank 
higher  than  the  majority  of  the  teachers  in  the  High  Schools.  The 
Regulation  (Section  291)  providing  for  the  ranks  of  teachers  in  the 
Normal  School  has  continued  in  force  and  exists  at  the  present  time, 
as  originally  framed.  When  the  numerical  designation  of  first, 
second,  third,  and  fourth  assistants,  High  Schools,  was  abolished,  and 
the  grade  of  assistant  established,  there  seems  to  be  in  the  minds  of 
your  committee  reasonable  doubt  as  to  whether  it  was  intended  to 
include  the  teachers  in  the  Normal  School  in  such  change.  The 
teachers  in  the  Normal  School  took  no  part  in  changing  the  ranks  of 
teachers  in  the  High  Schools,  and  never  supposed  that  they  were  in- 
cluded in  such  change,  until  the  question  of  a  recent  appointment  of  a 
teacher  has  called  the  fact  to  notice.  The  teachers  of  the  Normal 
School  claim  that  it  would  have  been  against  their  own  interests  and 
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those  of  the  school  to  have  advocated  the  change,  and  that  the  Regu- 
lation (Section  291)  providing  that  teachers  in  that  school  shall  rank 
as  first  and  second  assistants  has  never  heen  amended.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  legislation  alluded  to  was  intended  to  apply  only  to  the 
teachers  of  the  High  Schools,  and  that  for  that  purpose  the  Regulations 
only  of  the  High  Schools  were  amended.  After  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  view 
of  the  subject  appears  very  probable,  and  that,  while  the  subsequent 
action  of  committees  of  the  Board  has  shown  that  they  apparently 
interpreted  the  Regulations  so  that  the  Normal-School  teachers  were 
included  in  the  change,  yet  the  present  Regulations  are  conflicting 
and  vague.  Your  committee  believe  that  the  Regulations  ahould 
clearly  state  that  the  teachers  in  the  Normal  School  should  rank  as 
first  and  second  assistants,  as  is  now  provided  for  in  Section  291,  and 
that  all  conflicting  Regulations  should  be  amended  to  conform  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  After  the  Regulations  are  properly 
amended  this  committee  should  be  instructed  to  report  a  suitable 
salary  for  the  position  of  second  assistant  in  the  Normal  School. 
This  action  will  place  the  Normal  School  in  the  position  it  has  held 
for  years,  and  provides  for  no  increase  in  rank  or  salary  of  teachers 
beyond  what  has  always  been  provided  for  in  the  Regulations  of  the 
school. 

Your  committee  feel  that  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  order 
referred  would  not  remove  the  occasion  for  the  repetition  of  the  diffi- 
culties in  subsequent  appointments  of  teachers  of  the  Normal  School, 
and  would  be  objectionable  and  urjust,  as  the  wrong  construction 
might  be  put  upon  the  matter,  —  that  it  was  desired  to  secure  an  ad- 
vanced salary  for  a  teacher.  Your  committee  think  that  the  salary 
of  no  individual  should  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  subject, 
and  report  that  no  action  upon  the  order  referred  is  necessary  at  this 
time.

and    are    convinced    that   some    changes   in    the   present 
methods  of  selecting  teachers  are   very  desirable. 

The  committee  believe  it  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  schools  and  the  city  to  change  the  rank  of  the 
teachers  of  the  Primary  Schools,  as  proposed  in  the  order 
referred.  This  change  will  remove  the  causes  of  some 
difficult  and  perplexing  questions. 

At  present  the  numbers  of  teachers  for  Grammar  and 
Primary  schools  are  based  upon  the  numbers  of  pupils 
in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  respectively. 
After  investigation  it  is  recommended  that  the  teachers 
of  these  schools  be  elected  by  districts,  so  that  the 
number  of  pupils  in  the  whole  district  shall  determine 
the  number  of  teachers  the  district  is  entitled  to. 

The  present  Regulations  provide  that  the  numbers  of 
scholars  used  to  determine  the  number  and  rank  of  teach- 
ers, to  which  a  school  or  district  is  entitled  at  the  annual 
election,  be  those  of  the  current  school  year.  This  is 
a  vague  proposition,  and  occasions  a  great  irregularity 
in  the  numbers  used  at  the  annual  election.  To  correct 
this  fault  your  committee  recommend  that  the  numbers 
•of  scholars  used  in  the  nomination  of  teachers  at  the 
annual  election  be  those  of  the  five  months,  from  Sep- 
tember to  Januarv,  inclusive. 
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Under  the  present  Regulations  the  rank  of  a  teacher 
may  be  changed  whenever  the  average  whole  number  of 
pupils  belonging  to  the  school  for  the  preceding  quarter 
warrants  a  change.     Within  a  year  or  two  the  Regula- 
tions have  been  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  rank 
of  a   teacher   shall   not   be   reduced   on   account  of  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils,  unless   such  teacher 
refuses  to  be  transferred  to  a  similar  position  in  another 
school.       It  is  the    opinion   of  your   committee  that   a 
school,    in    order    to    secure    the    increased    rank    of    a 
teacher,    should    sustain    its    numbers    Ion"'    enough    to 
clearly   determine   a   more  permanent    condition   of  the 
school  as  to  the  number  of  pupils  than  can  be  shown 
in  three  months.     It  is  recommended  that  the  specified 
time  be  increased  to  five  months.

tire-escapes,  the  city  architects  for  many  years  have  given  much  consideration  to 
[Se  page  145.]  the  subject,  and  in  the  construction  of  all  our  school-houses,  during 
the  last  decade,  have  provided  stairways  of  liberal  width,  with  proper 
railings,  and  doors  of  sufficient  width  and  opening  outward,  so  that 
with  the  proper  training  of  the  pupils,  as  required  by  the  llules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Board,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  reason  for 
great  apprehension  of  personal  danger  from  any  fire  that  we  might 
expect  to  occur  in  our  school  buildings.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind 
that  nearly  all  of  our  school-houses  are  heated  either  by  furnaces  or 
by  steam-boilers  located  in  the  basements  of  the  buildings,  the  heated 
air  being  conducted  to  the  several  rooms  by  mettallic  pipes  from  the 
hot-air  chambers  of  the  furnaces,  or  the  radiators  heated  by  steam 
from  the  boilers ;  therefore  the  chances  of  fire  from  any  defects  in 
the  heating  apparatus  are  very  remote.  There  are  a  few  small  build- 
ings, of  one  or  two  rooms,  which  are  heated  by  stoves,  but  your  com- 
mittee feel  that  there  is  not  much  to  fear  from  these  buildings. 
While  your  committee  feel  justified  in  reporting  apparent  safety  in 
our  modern  structures  and  small  buildings,  they  are  aware  that  there 
are  other  school  buildings  of  more  ancient  date  of  construction  which 
do  not  warrant  the  same  approval,  because  of  their  narrow  stairs  and 
corridors  reducing  the  space  for  egress  to  an  undesirable  limit.  Your 
committee  feel  that  in  such  buildings  an  additional  stairway  of  proper 
width  would  be  preferable  to  any  fire-escape  yet  presented  to  the 
public  to  be  used  for  a  hasty  retreat  by  children  from  our  school 
buildings.  Your  committee  feel  fully  justified  in  saying  that  in  their 
opinion  the  Dunn  fire-escape,  which  is  now  being  placed  upon  school 
buildings,  has  no  practical  value  for  the  use  of  children  escaping  from 
the  building  in  case  of  fire,  but  undoubtedly  might  be  of  value  to 
firemen  and  other  adults.  Your  committee,  having  arrived  at  the 
above  conclusion,  recommend  as  to  all  school  buildings  which  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  unsafe  for  want  of  proper  egress,  that  the  City 
Council  be  requested  to  construct  enclosed  stairways  of  sufficient 
width  and  with  railings  of  proper  height  to  irsure  perfect  safety  in 
case  of  excitement  or  panic,  occasioned  by  fire  or  other  casualty. 
Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  substitution  of  the  following 
order  for  that  which  has  been  referred  to  them.
